SOME PAINTING NOTES 

Do not add too much drier to your paint 

take into consideration the weather and 
the temperature — paint dries quicker in 
warm, dry weather. An excess of drier, 
strange as it may seem, retards the drying 
process. 

Some colors are poor driers — especially 
lamp black. The addition of some Prussian 
blue will help the drying and increase the 
apparent blackness of the lamp black. 

Umber dries well and where used for color- 
ing paint very little drier is needed. 

Benzine used for thinning paint is apt to 
make it dry soft. 

A little benzine is frequently used to make 
enamel flow well and spread easy — it evapo- 
rates entirely and does not affect the gloss 
as turpentine does. 

In preparing the priming coat for white 
pine use 20 per cent turps and 80 per cent 
linseed oil. Any soft wood should have a 
good percentage of turps in the priming coat 
for penetration. 

In painting red wood use in mixing the 
priming coat some benzol as this softens the 
gum in the wood and enables the paint to 
penetrate. A good proportion is 70% raw 
oil, 20% benzol and 10% turpentine. Benzol 
is volatile so do not add it until you are 
ready to use the paint on account of its evap- 
oration. 

Cypress also needs a penetrating paint and 
the use of benzol is recommended. 

Yellow pine is a hard wood to paint satis- 
factorily on account of its gummy nature. 
Benzol is useful for this wood, too, and some 
painters add a little pine tar to the priming 
coat. Use the primer very thin with a con- 
siderable amount of turpentine. 

For any painting a little red lead added to 
the priming coat is desirable. 

Have every priming coat thin. It pene- 
trates better and makes a better foundation 
for the outer coats. A partly worn brush is 
better for the priming coat than a new brush. 

Do not use yellow ochre for priming. 
Much trouble in painting is the result of 
doing so. It dries hard and the following 
coats of paint or lead and oil do not adhere 
well to it, consequently there is much peeling 
and blistering when a yellow ochre primer 
is used.

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Chicago’s Gala Wallpaper 

Night 



W ITH one flying leap The Chicago Wall Paper 
Association took its place in the social hall of 
fame Friday night, February 27th, when its first 
ladies’ night was celebrated at the Rainbo Gardens. 

There are 175 nembers in the Association, and 
when dinner was served at 7:30 o’clock, 987 guests 
were assembled in one of the merriest parties ever 
entertained within those walls 

They came from all sections of Chicago, and from 
suburbs within a radius of fifty miles; with an 
average of nearly five guests for every member, it 
amply proved that this Association is made up of 
“go-getters.” 

Wallpaper hats adorned the heads of all, ranging 
from snappy “polo” caps to “stovepipes” and som- 
breros, while a favorite with the men was a replica 
of the headgear of our soldiers in the War of 1812. 
Twenty-six members in one cast appeared in the 
wallpaper hats. The seventeen acts were all that 
was promised and made a big hit with all present. 

Never did the big dancing floor present a more 
brilliant spectacle. Many who had believed their 
dancing days over, yielded to the appeal of the 
music and atmosphere and swung in. 

An announcement was made over the radio that 
a booklet on interior decorating would be sent all 
those addressing the broadcasting station WQJ 
and, as evidence that the message hit a happy chord 
with the radio fans who “listened in” at home, 
booklets are being mailed in response to 487 com- 
munications which were received from points spread- 
ing well over the country bounded on the North 
by Quebec, Canada; South, Dallas, Texas; West, 
Denver, Colorado; East, Bronx, New York. The 
majority of the members of the wallpaper manu- 
facturers supported the movement and communica- 
tions were received fom the officers of various com- 
panies advising that they had “listened in” and 
congratulated the Chicago Wall Paper Association 
on the success of the movement. 

The Chairman of the Speakers’ Bureau, Mr. 
Frank Emerson, went out on the air from the Rainbo 
Garden’s famous broadcasting station, WQJ. His 
address follows: 

“ Listeners — Everywhere: 

“This is the first and only chance of my life to 
tell the world anything, and so I grasp this oppor- 
tunity to inform the world in general, and the wall- 
paper trade in particular — New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Kansas City (‘lend me your ears’), 
that the Chicago Wallpaper Association are at the 
Rainbo Gardens tonight on a festive occasion, and 
w r ith them are their wives, their sisters, their cousins 
and their aunts, and their best girls, of course, — 
nine hundred strong, as just reported, and the 
turnstiles are still clicking. And here I would like 
to remark that Rainbo Gardens are all that the 
name implies, and it is a good name and suggests 
our business. I don’t see any wallpaper on the 
institution, but in naming The place the manage- 
ment certainly recognized the value of form and 
color, and that’s a good start and in our direction. 
“And this is ladies’ night, you observe. But 



ladies’ nights with us are not rare occasions, for we 
believe in, work with and work for, the women of 
this country every day in the year; for in the final 
analysis, woman buys the wallpaper and lives with 
it, and we think it is her right to select whatever 
she has to live with, and this includes wallpaper, 
hats, homes or husbands, and, with beauty, style, 
comfort and durability thus involved, this is no 
job for laymen. In fact, it was a woman who gave 
us our slogan: ‘Without wallpaper it is only a wall.’ 
“And right here I’ll tell the world she said some- 
thing. She proclaimed the rock on which our faith 
is founded and our business stands. ‘Without wall- 
paper it is only a wall.’ and walls are not easy to 
look at, but they are useful, for they not only hold 
the building together, but they provide the surface 
to be covered by wallpaper, and as we are decorators, 
we cover that surface, we don’t ‘save’ it. 

“Plain walls to us are decorative silence, entirely 
without expression. They may be all right for 
warehouses, where no one listens, or hospitals where 
no one talks, but for the modern bungalow they 
are lacking in warmth and welcome. 

“Our idea of the zero of home decoration is any 
room, handsomely furnished with costly rugs, 
beautiful furniture and distinctive appointments, 
and then entirely surrounded by nothing. 

“You know Edgar Guest says: ‘It takes a heap o’ 
livin’ in a house to make it home,’ but as you can’t 
do a heap o’ livin’ with nothing any more than you 
can live on nothing, we think that Eddie had 
provided for wall paper when he wrote that line. 

“Wallpaper is not only a decoration without a 
substitute; it is an essential philosophy. Wallpapers 
mean something. They reflect intelligence; de- 
signed specifically to express the character of dining 
room, living room, library or hall, each reflects a 
different phase of home life, and if properly used 
will add another confirmation to that poetic inspira- 
tion, ‘There is no place like home.’ 

“Furthermore, whether you know it or not, we 
all respond to color. We are made restless or con- 
tented, happy or miserable by the color influences 
in our homes. If depressed, you may have un- 
consciously partaken of the monotony of your sur- 
roundings. You want a change. You may need it. But 
instead of going to Florida, go home and change 
the atmosphere and expression of the rooms you 
live in. You know the sense of satisfaction, of 
optimism, of even power, that comes with new 
clothes. Well, walls should not wear the same 
clothes year after year any more than men and 
women. Dress your homes in new ideas, new pat- 
terns and new colors, and you will not only get these 
harmonious vibrations, but they will be conveyed 
to every member of your household, and you will all 
awaken to a new thrill and a joy in life that you 
thought was lost and gone forever. 

“And, now, to the members of this .Association, 
I offer congratulations. This organization was 
started less than two years ago with fifteen charter 
members.

WHY VARNISH CREEPS 

The creeping of varnish may be brought 
about by some defect in the wood such as 
dampness, occasioned by an unnoticed leak. 

Plenty of time should be allowed between 
coats, for if the first coat is not thoroughly 
dry, the second is kept soft and consequently 
the third coat is bound to crawl. 

Regardless of how good a quality of varnish 
is selected, a quick change to cold weather in 
the late fall or winter may chill the varnish 
so that it becomes too thick for the first coat 
on raw wood, and then it should be made to 
flow by thinning with pure spirits of turpen- 
tine, but only in the case of the first coat. It 
is also a good practice to remove the stopper 
from the new varnish can a few hours before 
the contents are to be used. 

The best preventive of creeping is to see 
that each coat of varnish is thoroughly dry 
and hard before another coat is applied. When 
it does show a tendency to creep on account 
of the sweating-out of moisture, go over the 
surface with a moist chamois. This will very 
often stop it without the necessity of rubbing 
with pumice and water. — Dutch Boy Painter # 

HERE IS A LITTLE JOB 

When^you are working around a homei 
arrange to varnish the refrigerator. Your 
customer will appreciate the results. Even 
in a well-made refrigerator it is almost 
impossible to prevent “sweating.” It is quite 
impossible to prevent a difference in tempera- 
ture between the outside casing and that of 
the room. Consequently any moisture held 
in the room atmosphere is bound to condense 
on the outside of the box. If the refrigerator 
is kept well finished with varnish or shellac, 
this moisture is prevented from seeping into 
the box, causing the panels to warp, seams to 
open, wood to rot. This condition offers 
germs an opportunity to develop and causes 
ice to melt more rapidly.
